Prime hops are now selling for fifty
oents per pound in the leading markets
of the country. With this statement
comes the report that very many farm-
ers in the Northern States, on the Pacitie
glope, and in Cannda are preparing to
engange in hop culture on n very exten-
sive sealo. Iready inquiries are made
by correspondents in regard to the best
goil for bops and the best methods of
setting out and eultivating the plants.
There is & groat demand for hop litera-
ture, and many growers are receiving
orders for plants.  Now, before farmers
resolve 1o commence Imp growing, they
would do well to ascertain why the
price of one of the ingredients of beer
happens to be so high at present. Briefly
stnted, hops are higher now because
they have been so low for several years
that the owners of many yards aban
doned them or plowed them up, 18 they
conld only obtain enough for the prod
uct of them to pay the cost of pivLmn_:.
curing and marketing, © A little more
than two vears ago hops now worth
fifty conts per pound wore selling af
from six to soven cents. The crop was
0 Iuamir: oneé when |E|.ulm-l-|1 of at these
rates,  Growers woere aware of it and
ench waited for the other to become
discouraged and go out of the business,
Muany id become  disconraged and de-
voted their fields and drying houses to
other purposes.” Some lost their farms
which they had mortgaged to raise
money to procure plants, cultivate till
they were old enough to produce paying
crops, and to erect buildings for drying
purposcs,  During the past few years

but very few new fields have been
planted to hops.  Quite recently unfa-
voruble sensons and inscets enemies

have reduced the prodoet, and at length

| was somewhat small and good prices
were realized.

The present is not a favorable, but,
on the other hand, a®very unfavorahle,
one Lo commence hop enlture in anew
district.  Farmers in districts where the
erop has long been eultivated will now
give more attention to it, and will have
a better chanee for success than per
sons will who have to experiment with
an untried soil and elimate, and  whe
have uo experience in planting and
cultivating the vines, and in earing and
marketing the produect.  The prospect
is that the market will be overstocked
with hops befere three years,  All th
old fields will be kept up, and many
new ones will be started.  There is al-
ways a disposition to engage in any de-
partment of agriculture that yields for
the time large returns, A farmer whe
sees his neighbor receive 8500 per ncre
for a crop while he receives hut 820 for
his, will be likely to turn his attention
to the former. The consequence will
be that the market will be oversupplied,
and prices will fall. This is especially
likely to be the case when the erop pro-
duced is one for which there is only a
limited demand for a few specific pur-
poses.  The history of broom-corn is
much like that of hops in respect to
great fluetuations inprices, It has been
by turns the most profitable and least

profitable erop in the country. Fort.
